Blaze rips through semi-detached house and two flats 


Three homes have been destroyed 
by a shed fire that shocked a small 
Norbiton neighbourhood. 

Homes in Gladstone Road were 
evacuated after the blaze ripped 
through a semi-detached house and 
two maisonette flats last Thursday 
afternoon. 

More than 30 firefighters used 
breathing apparatus, jet reels and 
an aerial ladder to bring the flames 
under control, while stunned resi¬ 
dents looked on. 

Nobody was injured in the fire, 
which started at about 5pm in a 
shed between the two houses, but

the three homes were left badly 
damaged. 

This week, residents described 
the moment they saw the fire. 

Sharon Rees, of Bonner Hill Road, 
said: “I heard a loud bang like an 
explosion and then saw really thick 
black smoke. 

“I then heard another bang and 
saw the flames so I called the fire 
brigade but they said they were 
already on their way.” 

Her son, Stephen Porter, who 


took these dramatic images, said: “I 
heard a bang and came running 
down the road. 

“About a minute later the fire en¬ 
gines started turning up and push¬ 
ing everybody back. I was worried 
for the people living there.” 

Pat Pepperell, who lives opposite 
the damaged homes, said: “I looked 
out of my front door and the roofs 
were on fire. The fire just seemed to 
go up the wall and into the eaves. It 
was unbelievable how quickly it 
caught.” 

Residents said that the ground 
floor maisonette belonged to 


82-year-old Moureen Moody, who 
had died of cancer only two weeks 
previously. 

The upstairs property was being 
rented by a young couple who are 
both studying at Kingston Universi¬ 
ty, while the semi-detached proper¬ 
ty was owned by an elderly lady 
who escaped the fire unharmed. 

A fire brigade spokesman said the 
blaze was started by a discarded 
cigarette, which set fire to some 
dried leaves and spread to the shed.

Traders ‘don’t fit in’ 


Three Kingston market 
traders have been told to pack 
up and leave the Market Place 
- as they don’t “fit in” with a 
new vision for the town centre. 

Work to regenerate 
Kingston’s ancient market 
place begins in September, 
which will see it revamped into 
a “high quality hot and cold 
food offer”. 

But the £5m scheme, devel¬ 
oped by Kingston Council and 
Kingstonfirst, has left no room 
for three stalls that have 
served shoppers for a com¬ 
bined 78 years. 

David Wilson, Angela 
Lassiter and Lorna Herne have 
been told their stalls do not 
meet the new market’s profile 
and have been asked to leave 
by Monday, May 13. 

Mr Wilson, 73, who has been 
selling records, CDs and DVDs 
for 35 years, said: “It was a bolt 
out of the blue. I was told I did 
not fit in with their new profile. 

“We are going to end up with 
a gentrified Covent Garden-on- 
Thames - even the fruit and 
veg boys are worried they are 
going to get squeezed. 

“It is going to look very twee, 
but lacking in options.”

“All three of these traders 
have been offered the 
opportunity to continue trad¬ 
ing at the ancient market with 
a new product offer or to 
trade from the Fairfield Mon¬ 
day Market. 

“Kingstonfirst has provided 
one month’s notice to these 
traders in accordance with 
the provision in the previ¬ 
ous trading agreement.

would have more freedom to make 
changes to the way it provides ser¬ 
vices such as maternity.

Big numbers turned up for a 
mega rally against Heathrow ex¬ 
pansion where London Mayor 
Boris Johnson and MP for Rich¬ 
mond Park Zac Goldsmith sent 
out a defiant message against 
plans for a third runway. 

Mr Goldsmith said he was de¬ 
lighted with the turnout to the 
April 27 rally, which he estimat¬ 
ed at more than 2,000 and hoped 
it would send the message to 
the Government that people 
were strongly opposed to a third 
runway. 

Kingston and Surbiton MP 
Edward Davey, who is also Ener¬ 
gy and Climate Change Secre¬ 
tary, attended and spoke at the 
rally. 

He said: “I can tell you that the 
people of Kingston are here in 
spirit and mind and we will fight 
against this.” 

At the event, in Barn Elms 
playing fields, Richmond resi¬ 
dents could cast their vote for a 
referendum in an enormous bal¬ 
lot box constructed by Richmond 
Park Academy. 

Mr Johnson and Mr Goldsmith 
also made speeches at the rally, 
alongside International Develop¬ 
ment Secretary and Putney MP 
Justine Greening. 

Mr Goldsmith told the crowd: 
“We have one message. No ifs, no 


buts, we will stop expansion.” 

Mr Johnson took to the stage 
and shot straight into a tirade 
against the third runway plans 
and said he would make sure it 
never happened. 

He said: “If we allow the pow¬ 
ers that be to go ahead with a 
third runway, we would be mak¬ 
ing a mistake that would take 
decades for us to unpick and to 
recover from.” 


Later he said: “They think 
they are secretly going to 
get that third runway but I can 
tell you, it is not going to 
happen.” 

More than 1,000 signatures 
were gathered on a giant peti¬ 
tion, which will now be delivered 
to 10 Downing Street.

Bill mix-up payout 

Kingston Council has apologised to a 
social housing tenant after misin¬ 
forming her about legal costs she 
would incur if she took the council 
to court for overpaid water bills. 

Nannette Herbert, 47, of Hobill 
Walk, Surbiton, won her battle 
against the council when their de¬ 
fence was struck out of a small 
claims court last month. 

She has now received the full £745 
she has been owed since 2007 when 
her mother died and she should have 
been moved to a single occupier 
water tariff. 

But Miss Herbert believes the 
council’s legal case was designed to 
“intimidate” her to drop the case. 

The council senior principal offi¬ 
cer David Fellows said: “I would sug¬ 
gest that this is not a case of you 
being threatened, intimidated and 
bullied to drop the case, but rather 
making you aware of all the facts, 
ensuring that if you continued you 
did so with your eyes open to the 
risks which you might not otherwise 
have recognised. Those good inten¬ 
tions were, however, frustrated by 
the inaccurate statement of the legal 
position.” 

Miss Herbert said: “They have not 
upheld all of my complaint about 
the legal stuff. 

“I just want them to take full re¬ 
sponsibility. I am not satisfied with 
their response. I do not feel like it 
has been investigated properly.” 

Miss Herbert has now launched a 
stage two complaint about the han¬ 
dling of her case.

Response Service, as part 
of its State of the Nation’s 
Homes series of reports. 

Nine out of ten want
